THE WHITE WAY IN MANCHESTER. 


The city of Manchester has made a feature of illuminating its leading 


business street by arches of electric, lights, spanning ihe street's! intervals 
of 300 feet apart. Elm street, over winch these arches are set. is 68 feet 


wide. There are ten steel truss arches resting on the trolley poles on either 
side as supports. 
Each arch carries sixty-eight 1C c. p. carbon filament 


lamps. 
The lamps are lighted from dusk till 11 o'clock and give the street 


a very picturesque appearance. 
The merchants on the street contributed 


the money to areci the arches nnd the city pays for the current. 
The arch 


method of lighting is common in the west but is little used in New England. 
By some it is thought that the arches are liable to be blown down" in a 
storm and are a serious obstruction to the free action of fire departments.

THE WHITE WAY IN

The city of Manchester has made a feature of illuminating its leading 


business street by arches of electric lights, spanning the street at intervals 


of 300 feet apart. Elm street, over which these arches are set, is 68 feet 
wide. There are ten steel truss arches resting on the trolley poles on eithet 


side as supports. 
Each arch carries sixty-eight 16 <>. p. carbon filament 


lamps. The lamps are lighted from dusk till 11 o'clock and give the street 


a very picturesque appearance. 
The merchants on the street contributed 


the money to erect the arches nud the city pays for the current. The arch 
method of lighting is common in tho west but is little used in Xew England

THE 
WHITE WAY IN MANCHESTER. 


The city of Manchester has made a feature of illuminating its leading 


business street by arches 01 electric, tights, spanning the street at intervals 
of 300 feet apart. Elm street, over which these arches nrc set, is 68 feet 
•ride. There are ten steel truss arches resting on the trolley poles on cither 
side §s supports. 
Each arch carries sixty-eight l(i c. p. carbon filament 


lamps. The lamps are lighted from dusk till 11 o'clock and give the street 
a very picturesque appearance. 
The merchants ou the street contributed 


the money to erect the arches and the city pays for the current. 
The arch 


method of lighting is common in tho west but is little used in New England. 
By some it is thought that the arches are liable to bo blown down in a 
storm and are a serious obstruction to the free action of fire departments.
